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MILLER BROS. 
TEMPORARILY 
RETIRE FROM 
SHOW BUSINESS 


Their Numerous Oklahoma In- 
terests Dictate This Move 


Dissolution of Partnership 
With Arlingtons Amicable 


Although Rights To Use of 
Title Appear in Abeyance 


New York, Nov. 18.—The outdoor 
amusement field is to, temporarily at 
least, lose three of its most cherished 
exponents, the Miller Brothers, Joe, 
George and Zach. They announce 
their retirement in their own words, as 
reference to their full page “farewell” 
in this issue will confirm. In this, 
their departure from the show world, 
even if though but temporary, the 
traveling show business has lost three 
of its noble history makers. Exactly 
nine years have elapsed since the Mil- 
ler name first graced any rolling stock 
or a marquee. And in those nine 
years Miller Brothers’ 101 Ranch Wild 
West has shown to practically ten 
million people on two continents, in 
America and England, massed up a 
gross business aggregating about $6,- 
000,000, and covered over 125,000 
mileage. 

The Miller name first gained prom- 
inence at the Jamestown Exposition 
in 1907. It is therefore befitting that 
a sister Virginia town, Norfolk, or 
more exactly, Portsmouth, should have 
marked the triumvirate’s retirement. 
In 1908 the ensemble first took to the 
road and it was this year also that 
marked the George and Eddie Arling- 
ton association with the enterprise. 
For eight years thereafter the show 
remained intact and included in its 
program many of the biggest names 
in Wild West annals. During the sea- 
son just closed even the hero of them 
all, Buffalo Bill himself, was featured 
in their arena. Joseph C. Miller has 
always been back in active manage- 
ment of the show proper, whereas the 
Arlington contingent has been on the 
front and in advance. 

But henceforth the Miller family 
drops from Wild West showdom. They 
have not sold out, understand, they 
merely retire. Even the title, ‘Miller 
Bros.,, 101 Ranch Wild West," does 
not change hands, but remains their 
property. All that the Millers sold 
to George Arlington last Saturday, 
when final arrangements were effected 
at the Hotel Monticello in Norfolk, 
was forty head of draft horses. None 
of the arena equines, cattle or buf- 


faloes was disposed of; in fact, they. 


were immediately shipped from Ports- 
mouth to the 101 Ranch at Bliss, Ok.

UP AND DOWN BROADWAY 


With WILLIAM W. RANDALL 


New York, November 18. 

With the sole exception of the great firm of Klaw & Erlanger, and their 
allied interests, the Shuberts are the most important in the theatrical world. 
By the term, “‘Shuberts,’”’ is meant Lee and Jacob J. Shubert, and Joseph W. 
Jacobs. It is generally well known that the Shuberts made their theatrical 
start in their home town, Syracuse, N. Y. When I first met Lee Shubert he 
was the head usher of the Bastable Theater, while the late Sam S. Shubert at 
this time was the treasurer of the Weiting Opera House. I shall never forget 
my first meeting with Sam S. Shubert. He was a little fellow, hardly more 
than five feet tall, and at this particular time was perched on a high stool in 
the box-office blowing clouds of cigarette smoke through the box-office win- 
dow. I was ahead of a show, and had called to get my mail. Sam would tell 
me, as we got better acquainted, of the big plans he had been figuring on to 
place him in the front rank of the show business. I “kidded’ him along and 
treated him more as a joke than anything else. But what he told me then 
came true. I think the first venture of the Shuberts was the leasing of the 
old Grand Opera House in Syracuse, and their first road attraction was a re- 
vival of Hoyt’s A Texas Steer. Sam got enough capital together to secure the 
lease of the Herald Square Theater, put The Belle of New York out on the 
road, and then secured a lease of the Casino. The rest of the doings of this 
wonderful concern is a matter of theatrical history. 


The Shubert firm was prospering in 1906 when the news came of the un- 
timely death of Sam S. Shubert, who was killed in a railroad accident near 
Harrisburg, Pa. Upon his death Lee Shubert, the oldest of the brothers, be- 
came the executive head. That he has shown great ability and fine discern- 
ment in the many theatrical ventures of Sam S. & Lee Shubert, Inc., and the 
Shubert Theatrical ‘Company, is evidenced by the great financial success of 
these two corporations. In the latter company the late George B. Cox, the 
Republican boss of Cincinnati, and Joseph L. Rhinock, ex-Congressman from 
Kentucky, are supposed to have put in some five hundred thousand dollars in 
cash while the first big row between the Shuberts and Klaw & Erlanger was 
progressing. I fully believe that if it had not been for these necessary sinews 
of war that K. & E. would have forced the Shuberts to the wall at that time. 
They are business friends now. 


The late Sam S. Shubert was one of the finest men I have ever met in the 
show business, and was popular with everyone. His brothers have always 
shown a beautiful characteristic of his memory. Not only does his name ap- 
pear in the firm of Sam 8. & Lee Shubert, Inc., but they have had several thea- 
ters named after him, in memoriam, notably their leading theater in New 
York, and a beautiful house in Kansas City. Lee always speaks of Sam in a 
reverent manner, never claiming any credit for what he does, but always say- 
ing that fate placed him at the head of the firm, and that. he was just carry- 
ing out the ideas and plans of the late Sam S. Shubert in the best way he could. 
Jacob J. Shubert, whom I first met in Rochester, N. Y., where he was the lo- 
cal manager of one of their newly acquired theaters, has developed since he 
came to New York into very much of a live-wire in the theatrical business. 
His pet hobby is the Winter Garden, one of the most profitable theater proper- 
ties in New York. It is known to be the home of the greatest girl shows at 
all times, and “Jake” is credited with putting on all of these shows. The pres- 
ent attraction, The Show of Wonders, I hear, averages nearly three thousand 
dollars gross per performance. 


I was connected with the Shuberts for five years, from 1905 to 1910, two 
years on the office staff and three years manager of the late Clara Bloodgood 
in The Wolf, and Walter Jones in Going Some. So I was able to get a pretty 
good line on Lee and J. J. Shubert and their many projects. These lines about 
the Shuberts would not be complete were I not to mention specially Joseph W. 
Jacobs, the general manager of the concern, and one of the most pleasant 
men in the whole theatrical field, and Charles A. Bird, who has been called 
“the watch-dog for the Shuberts.”” When I first met Mr. Bird he was the pay- 
ing teller of the First National Bank of Hornellsville, N. Y. He was also the 
local manager for M. Reis of the Opera House there. One of the banes of 
the traveling agent or manager is to find the local manager a clerk of some 
kind, where he is employed in the daytime and unable to give the aforesaid 
agent his co-operation in making plans to boom his attraction during the 
short period that the agent is allowed to spend in the town.

Resolution Asking That Committee Be Appoint- 
ed To Proceed in Formation of Organiza- 
tion Representative of Profession Looked 
Upon Favorably by A.F. of L. Delegates 


Baltimore, Nov. 20.—The convention 
of the American Federation of Labor 
adjourned for the day without hav- 
ing reached that phase of the proceed- 
ings of greatest interest to the the- 
atrical profession, the consideration 
of the resolutions introduced last 
week by Robert Brindell, of the Cen- 
tral Federation of Labor of New York, 
and by James William FitzPatrick 
and Harry Mountford, delegates rep- 
resenting the White Rats. 

Mr. Brindell’s resolution, introduced 
on the second day of the convention, 
provided that the charter now held 
by the White Rats Actors’ Union of 
America be withdrawn, and that the 
president of the American Federation 
of Labor be instructed to call a con- 
vention on or before January 1, 1917, 
for the purpose of organizing an In- 
ternational Union of Actors, covering 
all branches of the profession. 

The White Rat resolution intro- 
duced on Tuesday asked that the Ex- 


‘ecutive Council, which has had the 


matter of affiliation of various 
branches of the theatrical profession 
in hand, be discharged, and that in 
the future the unaffiliated organiza- 
tions be referred to the W. R. A. U. 
Another resolution, introduced on 
Thursday, attacked the Vaudeville 
Managers’ Protective Association, and 
urged a boycott of that organization, 
and asked for the support of the Amer- 


Moss Theater Building 


Contract Let for $415,000, Without 
Interior Decorations or Furnishings 


New York, Nov. 20.—The contract 
to erect B. S. Moss’ theater building 
at Broadway and One Hundred and 
Eighty-first street was let last week 
for $415,000, this amount not includ- 
ing interior decorations nor furnish- 
ings. The site covers fourteen city 
lots, having three corners and extend- 
ing back to Bennett avenue. The plot 
cost $300,000, and it is said Mr. Moss 
was offered a profit of $75,000 before 
signing the building contract. 

The structure will have a two-story 
front, 50x100 on Broadway, and is to 
be completed by March 1 next. The 
theater is to be ready for occupancy 
by September 1.

New York, Nov. 18.—If you have a 
good vaudeville skit and can’t find a 
place for it in the United States take 
it to England and you will make a 
fortune. This is the substance of a 
story that Arthur Lloyd told upon his 
arrival from London, where he has 
been presenting his new and novel 
series of magical novelties. 

“London and other places in Eng- 
land are a regular gold mine for 
vaudeville just now,” said Lloyd. 
“When I left two weeks ago they were 
playing two shows nightly, and the 
salaries of musicians are from 50 to 
100 per cent higher than before the 
war started. At nearly all the thea- 
ters the musicians have gone to war, 
and their places have been taken by 
women. The drummer at the Colise- 
um is getting $47 a week, and the av- 
erage musician is getting a far big- 
ger salary than usual. All the pro- 
ductions are doing well.

UNDER KING CANUTE 


The waves of oblivion and despair are washing over the 
feet of the modern King Canute Mountford. Some years ago 
there was a certain King, Canute by name, who believed 
himself so great that he sat on the edge of the waters and 
dared the waves to roll in and submerge him. His challenge 
was accepted by Neptune, the old King of the Sea, and King 
Canute promptly lost his kingdom, his riches and his power, 
after his people had found out that he was, afterall, only a weak 
human being. The same fate has now befallen one, Harry 
Mountford. 


This person knows that his position is in danger, and, like 
the drowning man, he is re ga the branch of every bush 
he can grasp. and hide behind. He has given up the direct 
method of fighting, and instead is dodging every issue that 
confronts him. is latest attempt to avoid battle and hide 
behind bluff is his offer to pay two hundred dollars if Mr. John 
Sinopoulo, himself, can write a similar letter to the one which 
appeared over his signature, Mr. Mountford trying to intimate 
that Mr. Sinopoulo, himself, did not possess enough education 
to compose such a letter. Let us concede that he did not 
write the letter, but that his lawyer, his secretary or his rep- 
resentative wrote the letter. What difference does that make? 


Mr. Sinopoulo’s signature was attached to the letter, just 
as was Mountford’s attached to his check, and he did not do® 
the clerical work on the check. If Mr. Mountford were 10 be 
believed, then every important head in every important busi- 
ness would have to write every one of his letters instead of 
entrusting that task to subordinates, and merely signing the 
letters after they were written. 


But, as long as Mr. Mountford is on the subject of writing 
and spelling, is it possible that he would accept a challenge to 
a spelling bee? In that case, Mr. Mountford, please spell for 
us the following words: 


Truthfulness 
Honesty 
Straightforwardness 
Uprighteousness 


And you can tell, Mr. Mountford, how many s’s are in each 
word, or if each S stands for the dollar mark when employed 
by you in your arguments? Do not forget that you are the 
man on whose stationery was printed the following title, 
“Organizer and Disorganizer,” and are you not the man who 
applied to the United king Office for a position, offering to 
show them how, with your “_ they could win the fights 
against the White Rats Actors’ Union, while it was a branch 
of the American Federation of Labor, the very people whom 
you now represent? If we continue this spelling bee much fur- 
ther the chances are, Mr. Mountford, that you will be stung. 


The managers claim and are able to prove that the White 
Rats haven’t three thousand dollars in their treasury, although 
the claim is made that over two hundred thousand dollars was 
collected in the past year. 


The managers stated that there are not more than seven 
hundred paid up members in the White Rats’ organization. 
You cannot deny this, though in order to deceive the members 
of the organization and the officials in the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, the White Rats are now issuing membership 
cards with the -numbers on the cards running from sixteen to 
eighteen thousand. This is purely a trick in tabulation. 


The White Rats are also refusing to accept the resignations 
which are pouring in by the hundreds, stating that they will 
not accept them until next May. This, of course, is done in 
order that they may preserve as much of an apparent mem- 
bership list as pussible and keep on throwing dust in the eyes 
of their own members and the officials of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. 


Mr. Mountford has also raised the cry that the vaudeville 
managers are opposed to Union Labor. This is a direct lie, 
and the managers have proven this through the employment 
of union labor in all the departments of practically all of the 
theatres which they operate. They are using union stage 
hands, union musicians and union operators. 


It is the policy of this association to play fair with 
the artists, and where it is necessary to fight, then to 
fight fairly. The most recent instance in which this 
was proven occurred in Kansas City, last week. Under 
the ruling of the Managers’ Association, two weeks’ 
notice was given to every act which refused to resign 
from the White Rats and their bookings were can- 
celed. Through a misunderstanding, the Interstate 
Amusement Company canceled four acts which were 
to play Kansas City, Joplin and Wichita without g¢iv- 
ing them the two weeks’ notice. The incident was 
reported by the manager of the Globe Theatre in Kan- 
sas City, where the acts were booked, to this associa- 
tion, and immediately instructions were issued to the 
Interstate Amusement Company to pay the acts, 
inasmuch as they were entitled to two weeks’ notice 
and did not get it. The incident was thus closed in 
an honorable and fair manner. The managers there- 
by gave an example to the artists how business men 


behave when a contract is broken through errors or 
mistakes. 


IN CONCLUSION, THERE IS NO USE OF MOUNT- 
FORD TRYING TO MAKE A MARTYR OF HIMSELF, 
OR TRYING TO DECEIVE THE ARTISTS AS TO OUR 
ATTITUDE TOWARDS UNION LABOR. CONDITIONS 
HAVE REACHED SUCH A STAGE NOW THAT WE 
WISH IT KNOWN BY ALL CONCERNED, THAT WE 
ARE OPPOSED TO THE WHITE RATS’ ORGANIZA- 
TION, WHETHER MOUNTFORD STAYS OR RESIGNS, 
WHETHER THE WHITE RATS CONTINUES ITS AF- 


FILIATION WITH THE AMERICAN FEDERATION OF 
LABOR OR NOT.

HOPE FOR A NATIONAL DRAMA 


According to Granville Barker, the 
London manager, the ultimate estab- 


. Mshing of a national drama in Amer- 


ica is more than a mere possibility. 
Mr. Barker, whose visits to this 
side have given him ample oppor- 
tunities to study the situution, in a 
recent article pubiished in The Man- 
chester (Eng.) Guardian, based his 
views on the fact that the placing of 


drama courses in the curriculums of 
leading colleges and universities, and 
the widespread outcropping of the 
community theater idea, indicated that 
we are beginning to seek an outlet for 
self-expression, which, he thought, 
would sooner or later result in America 
producing a theater worthy of her- 
self and her individuality. 

His idea of a national theater for 
the development of a national drama 
is ‘‘a place for keeping plays and the 
co-operative art of acting alive—and 
a place organized with that end in 
view.” 

The English critic commented at 
length upon the stage as he found it 
here, comparing its shortcomings with 
those of the stage of his own country. 


Both, in his estimation, are suffering 


from the same conditions, character- 
ized thusly: ‘‘The curses of the theater 
there are its curses here—a cutthroat 
commercial policy and a debauched 
public.” Adding “The way of salva- 


tion there is in some respect easier | 


because that public, though de- 
bauched, is at least not apathetic.” 
While giving the American manager 
credit for having reached a high point 
of efficiency in his business organiza- 
tion Mr. Barker found but Hittle to 
praise in his methods of catering to 
the public demand for drama, saying

Mr. Grau was a great advocate of woman press agents 
and wrote several articles on Women in Publicity in The Billboard, Motion Pic- 
ture Mail, The Dramatic Mirror, The Editor, The Publisher and various other 
magazines. At the time that Mr. Grau, as Thomas H. Ince’s publicity director, 
appointed me the New York publicity representative of Civilization I was the 
only girl handling a feature motion picture in this city. But since then Miss 
Fenton has been acting as general publicity representative for the Signet Film 
Company, presenting The Masque of Life, and Miss Rodney Richmond has 
been appointed publicity director for the Sanger Picture Plays Corporation. 
C. A. Bird, one of the important men of the Shubert offices, and Jules Murray, 
to whom the road press agents make their reports, have both told me that 
they strongly advocate woman press agents on the road. Miss May Dowling, 
Mrs. Ettie Tyndall and Mrs. Eula Harris are some of the women, who, from 
time to time, have taken out various Shubert shows. And.now comes Max 
Rabinoff, impresario of the Boston Opera Company, with an offer to a woman 
to go ahead of the opera. Mrs. Winifred Harper Cooley, well-known club 
woman, food expert, public speaker, feminist, suffragist and journalist, will 
add “press agent of the Boston Opera Company” to her long list of other titles. 
Miss Rose Shulsinger, formerly on the editorial staff of The St. Louis Demo- 
crat, is another. girl who has just entered the press agent field and will do 
special work for Anna Held and several other actresses. So it would seem that 
‘Robert Grau was quite right about more and more women entering the busi- 
ness end of the theatrical game just as he was right when, years ago, people 
laughed at him for predicting two-dollar vaudeville, and then later on two- 
dollar motion pictures.

The con- 
tracts came to an end at the expiration date, 
and the New York Motion Picture Company was 
absorbed by Universal in 1912. The plaintiff 
firm contends that the Universal used the titles 
in violation of the contract, and some time ago 
started an action for $250,000 damages, which 
has not been pressed until the present time.

They themselves should agree upon one 
set of rules, and ask that they be used at each 
contest. I have attended three different con- 
tests this season, and am speaking from my 
own personal knowledge. As it recently ap- 
peared in your paper there is no doubt there are 
a couple of fellows galloping around the country 
who personally, as contestants, don’t amount 
to anything, but who nevertheless are generally 
in the limelight by trying to induce the con- 
testants te listen to their advice as to rules, 
the use of their stock, ete.

| Talkers and Lecturers 


Al Holstein has returned to New York and is 
staying at the Normandy Hotel. He reports a 
prosperous season with Harry Six’s Diving Girls, 
and if good clothes and money count, that is 
just what Le had. He is pushing around a 
three-horse power blazer on his shirt front, and 
the department of public safety may request him 
to use a dimmer. 

Capt. Curly Wilson, of the Johnny J. Jones 
Shows, has a good word for Tom Hurd when it 
comes down to real, honest-to-goodness openers. 
Says the Captain: ‘‘I notice in your columns that 
you are giving the different talkers credit for 
what they have done. I am no talker myself, 
but I do like to hear a man make a good, con- 
vineing and intelligent opening. You do not 
hear the openings now that you hard in the 
olden days (that you might say), but for making 
the best opening I have ever heard on the front 
of an animal show I think that Tom Hurd wae 
the best and deserves as much praise as those 
whose names I have seen mentioned in your 
column. Always for the talkers.’’ 

A contributor who has read the Talkers and 
Lecturers’ column with a great deal of interest 
asks the following question: 

*‘How would tlese big side-show openers ike 
to take a turn at the game with a carnival? 
It is a fact that a butcher with a circus hardly 
dares to crack a peanut shell while the big 
opening is taking place, while the carnival map 
has organs, Turk drums aud flageolet avise, 
merry-go-rounds and every device known to the 
world of tumult to go up against. I am afraid 
the big man with the big volee would have 
nervous prostration before the day bad ended. 
It is also a fact that people attend the circus 
with a determination to see the sights, while 
at the carnival people leisurely come out from 
night to night with a motive to kill time, and 
before they are induced to part with their 
money they have to hear the verdict and 
talked into the thing. Some of the men on the 
big things have had the carnival experience, but 
were glad to flee when the opportunity was 
presented, 

Few who see Polly Parks with his Gumption 
Cute make-up on can see the erstwhile Coney 
spieler of the days of yore. Never out of work 
is Polly. He is always handy, a bard worker 
and reliable. 

George Arlington once said it was an easy 
matter to find men to talk, but it was a difficult 
thing to find one who knows when to stop. 
George believes it short, pithy pointers well 
laid on. ‘Don’t tell all you know,’’ he says, 
“nor try to be the whole thing. Have faith 
in your show just a little.’ Good dope coming 
from a man who knows. 

The following very interesting letter is from 
Lew D. Nichols, the once-famous talker and 
lecturer: ‘The Talkers and Lecturers’ column in 
The Billboard is very interesting to me, aa I 
was a talker with the tented aggregations for 
thirty years or more. My first side-show talking 
was with the Hilliand & DeMott Show some 
thirty years ago, under the tutelage of Colonel 
Goshen, I agree with my friend, James Morrow, 
that the talkers nowadays do not seem so forel- 
ble as they were in the days gone by. It was 
one of the greatest pleasures for me to hear 
such men at Dan Green, Doc Hickey and Frank 
Morris make openings. ‘Sunday School’ Smith 
was one of the greatest announcers we have 
ever had. They were men that put the ex- 
pression into their talk; used their hands in 
gestures to made their argument convincing. I 
claim that half the battle is gestures of the 
hands to make an argument forcible. I have 
the honor to be the first man to take Joe Joe, 
the dog-faced boy, into the circus ring and de- 
iver a lecture on him, which was with the 8. 
H, Barrett Show in 1887. If it would be in- 
teresting to my readers I would be pleased, from 
time to time, to give some of my original lec- 
tures on some of the freaks of the past. To my 
notion Prof. Langdon was the greatest inside 
lecturer, outside of old man Hutch, I ever heard. 
He was an extemporaneous talker, the kind 
hard to find these days. I must say that I 
have heard some fine talkers with carnivals; 
George Johnson, Harry Potter and Slim Suttle 
were very clever in their line. It is not what 
& man says, it is how he says it. One talker 
may use identically the same word and still 
not impress the public, while another uses the 
same words and you can hear a pin drop. It 
is the magnetism of speech and art of holding 
the audience. Many men are loud talkers, but 
their voices do not carry. IT have been a loud talker 
all my life, and there is a knack in throwing 
the voice. My friend, Jim Morrow, was an A-1t 
man in front of a side-show. Claude Cooley, of 
the present day, is another good one. I love to 
read this column; it brings back the memories 
of the past.’ Come again, Honorable Lew. 

According to H. A. Langdon, George Hamil- 
ton’s most noteworthy achievement was the 
organization of the Lecturers and Talkers’ As- 
sociation at the P.-A. Exposition, Buffalo, but. 
like the Mexican arry, says ‘‘Hal,’’ they all 
wanted to be officers. ‘I think we had nine 
first vice-presidents.’ continues ‘‘Hal,"’ ‘and 
‘tis a sad tale, mates, only one treasurer. The 
working seale was an Utopian dream, and that's 
all—a dream. We wore beautiful insignias (1 
forget just what we pald for them); anyhow. 
they were nice. George said they were imported 
from Paris (Ky.), and George could sell fleece 
lined underwear to the Igorrotes.) Ask ‘Bud’ 
Hawes for the harrowing details.’" 

Jim Morrow, that veteran talker and lecturer. 
gives some very good advice to the present-day 
orators in the following article: 

“Talkers should understand that America is 
pre-eminently a country with an open mind. It 
will always respond to new and bright !deas, 
worthy of suggestions and demands. So. Mr. 
Talker, now is the time to fix up an original 
opening or tecture for your attractions next 
season. Don't wait till you hear the other 
fellow, but dig up a line of talk of your own, 
and use it just as if you were the only man in 
the game. Don't make it too long: get right 
down to facts and back up your arcument with 
the goods on the inside. Do not direct all your 
talk to those who stand up against the ballyhoo 
stage; they can’t get away unless you let the 
outer edge break. That's the part of vour 
audience that you should direct your best efforts 
to. It’s like an okt adage: Save the p nnies, the 
dollars will take care of themselves. So, if you

Certainly it is up to those who have not yet 
looked into this matter to consider it at once, for 
bazaars can be held the whole winter through, 
not only for the benefit of charitable societies 
that eerve ite auspices, but also for the show- 
men who supply the talent and concessions so 
necessary for the successful execution of a 
bazaar, Indeed, some enterprising showmen of 
the East, in particular Thomas Brady, of Thomas 
Brady, Inc., bave not only furnished interesting 
features to the bazaars, but actually promoted 
the entire undertaking themselves. More of this 
work can be done in Chicago, St. Louis, Cincin- 
nati, San Francisco, New Orleans and every 
other town of any population throughout the 
United States. It is not only a profitable en- 
terprise, but one that teeme with as much in- 
terest as promoting a carnival location in the 
summer time. German societies, Irish organiza- 
tions, pro-Ally parties, Hungary-Austrian fra- 
ternities, armories and even lodgea will be found 
willing to entertain the idea of a bazaar with 
gusto, Here's hoping enterprising carnival men 
will take a hint from the foregoing and in- 
crease their bank account substantially before the 
1917 outdoor season holds the country.

LOWER CUSTOM RATES 


To Brazil if Films Are Packed Properly 


The isaue of Commerce Reports* dated Novem- 
ber 1) carries the following information con- 
cerning the shipping of films to Brazil: ‘‘The 
American Censul General at Rio de Janeiro, 
Brazil, has called attention to a saving on cus- 
toms duties now being made by some American 
film companies sending films to Brazil through 
a change in the type of packing used, a heavy 
oiled or tarred paper being substituted for the 
tin case ordinarily employed as the immediate 
container for American films. 

-“A similar saving could be made on the duties 
on films imported into Chile. The duty on 
developed cinematograph films is 6 pesos gold 
per kilo ‘legal’ (inclusive of wrappings or of 
weight of immediate container), equal 10 
$0.993 United States currency per pound. As 
the tin container for a film will weigh approxi- 
_ mately a pound, the saving on duty by sub- 

stituting for it a wrapping of Leavy oiled or 
tarred paper would be approximately $1 for 
each film. There would be no objection to hav- 
ing the box or case in which a number of films 
are shipped lead or zinc-lined, and no additional 
duties would be incurred, provided the lead or 
vine lining were fastened to the outer box or 
case in such a matner as to make it part cf 
that case. 

“The duty on posters and advertising matter 
in general is 1 peso gold per kilo gross weight, 
equal to $.165 United States currency per 
pound. It is improbable that in a country pre- 
senting *o small a market for films as Chile 
posters and advertising matter could be printed 
locally with any appreciable economy.”

Chicago Offices, 205- 205-7 W. Washington 
Street, ge by Fire—One Million 
Feet of Film Destroyed 


Chicago, Nov. 17.—Fire, which originated 
mysteriously in the stock room of the Carl 
Laemmle Film Exchange Company's offices ct 
205-7 West Washington street early Wednesday 
worning, succeeded in gutting the second and 
third floors, on which the offices were located, 
and in destroying approximately one’ million 
feet of motion picture films, valued at between 
$150,000 and $200,000. The office force moved 
to 172 West Washington on the following day, 
dividing the work with the Universal offices at 
128 West Lake street. The street in front of 
the damaged building was blocked while the 
debris was being cleaned away. 

Edward Gebring, a checker, was badly injured 
when he attempted to reach the vault where a 
number of valuable films were placed. An ex- 
plosion met him as he reached the door, and he 
was taken to the Iroquois Hospital, severely 
burned and suffocated with smoke. It was 
feared that Theodore Lukits, elevator man, had 
perished, but he was found later in the crowd 
watching the fire. 

A. L. Sherman, night manager, and seven 
other men were at work when the fire broke out. 
All escaped, 

The four-story building in which the company 
was located is an old Chicago landmark, and 
the Laemmle people have been located there for 
a number of years, since they mcved from the 
second floor of the Crilly Building at Monroe 
end Dearborn.

Chicago, Nov. 18.—The verification by H. A. 
Spanuth, who has been for the past three years 
general manager of the Central Film Corpora- 
tion, controlled by Aaron Jones and Nathan 
Ascher, that he has resigned from this posi- 
tion to head a new $2,000,000 film corporation 
backed by Chicago men and launched by Chi- 
cago initiative, bas set the gossips talking 
this week. 

The details of the new organization will be 
ready for publication in another two weeks. 

To a Billboard representative Mr. Spanuth 
talked frankly. . “I am leaving the Central 
Film Company after three pleasant years; leav- 
ing under the most felicitous conditions. I am 
to take my post as president and for a time 
general manager of the new Commonwealth 
Film Corporation, newly incorporated under the 
Delaware laws.. ? 

“We are soon to open an advertising cam- 
paign in the trade papers which will serve to 
bring the new enterprise before the motion pic- 
ture public, and we prefer not to discuss the 
details until we are ready to place our adver- 
tising copy. I can say, however, that the new 
corporation and what it is going to do looks so 
enormous to me and the men who are with me in 
it that ic is bard work not to tell. The de- 
tails have all been arranged and settled. 

“We will both produce and rel and our 
headquarters will be here in Chicago. We 
have a number of etars under contract, some of 
whom have not appeared in pictures. But our 
releasing will be a novelty. Our pictures will 
be features which will run three and four days. 
Instead of buying sections of the country for 
State rights we, ourselves, will buy the entire 
United States and release cheaply enough to 
allow the little exhibitor as well ae the big 
one to buy our products.

Hugu 
Frayne and Robert Brindell spoke at length on 
the resolutions, dwelling upon the efforts that 
had been made by the C, F, U. to bring about 
at amicable settloment of the situation, Both 

kers emphasized the necessity of a lew 
organisation, which would grant autonomy to 
the various branches, pointing out that both 
the dramatic and moving f naens actors were 
exger to affiliate with the American Federation 
of Labor, but postively refused to do if they 
could not have autonomy over their own affairs 
without being dictated to by the White Rats, 
which organization they refuse to become part 


eee De Veuux then told of the many con- 
ferences which had been held in’ the attempt 
to bring about harmony between the rotestants 
and the Rata He stated that the Actor# 
Union had held the charter for twenty-three 
ears without a black mark againat them, but 
ud surrendered it glady upon advice of Samuel 
Gompers to the White Rats, thinking it was 
for the benefit of the actors at large, but the 
Rate had done nothing but commercialize the 
charter, and had wu it us a big stick to get 
money from the actor, without ever doing one 
thing for the benefit of the actor in return, 

Mr. De Veaux explained that in the proposed 
new organization the Rats would still retain 
control of the vaudeville branch and ke (De 
Veaux) thought that if Mountford and FitzPat- 
rick and the Rats had the good of the actor at 
heart they would at least do as the Atcors 
Union had done, and that wae to be satisfied 
with their own fleld and not stand in the way of 
the big majority of actors, who really want to 
accept the protection of the A, F. of L., but will 
not do so if they have to join labor as a 
subsidiary of the White Rats, He claimed the 
proposed plan was the only basia of agreement 
upon which the controversy can be settled. 

FitzPatrick addressed the committee briefly, 
following which Mountford took the: floor, im- 
mediately starting to pan The Billboard and the 
Actors’ Union, becoming so personal in his re- 
marks as to visibly. weaken his case. After 
Mountford had subsided Frayne and De Veaux 
again took the floor. and as Mountford had in- 
vited personalities there two speakers did not 
handle him with kid gloves. 

Mountford lost control of his temper in the 
proceedings, and an emphatic cafl from the 
chairman was necessary to bring him back to 
reason. 

The committee took the case under considera- 
= to report later on the floor of the conven- 


It is evident that the feeling among the dele- 
gates is ly unfavorable to the White 
Rate, and the chances are greatly in favor of 
the passing of the resolution introduced by Mr. 
Brindell. Many delegates who had not been 
familiar with the controversy previous to the 
convention have learned the story of Rat finances 
as well as the international secretary's famous 
(2) “Constructive or Destructive’ letterhead, 
this latter having been all through the con- 
vention a constant source of trouble to Mount- 
ford, who haa been unable to explain its mean- 
ing satisfactorily. 

Mountford and FitzPatrick both are apparent- 
ly much disgruntled at the turn affairs have 
taken, and intend making a strenuous fight on 
the floor of the convention to prevent § the 
charter from passing out of the White Rats’ 
possession. Each is credited with a statement 
to the effect that if the fight is lost by the 
White Rats they will quit the Federation. 

Such statements do not, of course, help their 
cause with the other delegates. 

As President Gompers and the labor chiefs are 
fully conversant with the entire case it would 
seein that in all honesty to their fellow unton- 
ists they can not but refuse to countenance the 
White t resolutions, and endorse that intro- 
duced by Brindell and favored by the Actors’ 
International Union. To any fair-minded person 
this would seem the logical solution of the 
matter. The White Rats have betrayed the 
actors, have mulct them out of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, and have brouzht upon 
the actors nothing but strife and trouble. It 
is no wonder that the legitimate actors and 
moving picture actors refuse to consider affilia- 
tion with labor except as separate locyls with 
complete autonomy. 

Mr. Gompers and others familiar with the 
situation should be given power to or- 
ganize an international body, with separate 
locals, each having local autonomy, as con- 
sistent with American Federation of Labu 
principles, 

Mr. Brindell’s resolution, which calls for just 
that, in its entirety, is as follows: 


‘Resolution No. 23—By Delegate R. P. Brin- 
dell, of the New York Central Federated Union. 

“WHEREAS, At the St. Louis convention of 
the American Federation of Labor, held in the 
city of St. Louis, Mo., during November, 1910, 
& resolution was adopted with the voluntary 
consent of The Actors’ International Union of 
America, withdrawing the charter held by the 
said Actors’ International Union of America for 
the purpose of amalgamating the White Rats 
of America, an independent organization of 
vaudeville performers, with the affiliated Actors’ 
International Union. At the Rochester conven- 
tion of the American Federation of Labor the 
Executive Council was instructed by resolution 
to investigate charges made against the amaiga 
mated organization known as the White Rats 
Actors’ Union of America for violation of the 
agreement of amalgamation entered into with 
the consent of the Executive Council, who had 
been party to the merging of these two associa- 
tions, and 

“WHEREAS, The Executive Council, pursuant 
to this resolution, has held many conferences 
with the object of bringing about a harmonious 
understanding between the vaudeville actors of 
this country, all of which have been unsucceas- 
ful, and 

“WHEREAS, During the interval other the- 
atrical organizations consisting of theatrical 
artists have made application to the American 
Federation of Labor for direct affiliation, which 
&pplications have been protested by te White 
Rats Actors’ Union of America, now holding 


exclusive charter rights from the American 
Federation of Labor, and 

“WHEREAS, The American Federation of 
Labor, through its conventions, are reluctant to 
withdraw charters granted to organizations rep- 
resenting the various crafte and callings unless 
it whall be necessary to further organize the 
calling represented by the atfillated association, 
thereby consolidating Hke interests and making 
posible the best form of organisation to guaran- 
tee a permanent and powerful National or Inter- 
ater t Tences Union, and 

“WHEREAS, The Central Federated Unioo 
has during the past seven years been directly 
axsoclated with all of the details of the amalga- 
mation of tha Actors’ Union and the White 
Rats, the differences’ between the two assocta- 
tions since that time, the applications of the 
Actors’ Equity Association and the Actors’ So- 
elety, the Motion Picture Artista and Extras, 
alxo the Cabaret and Clue Entertainers, and, as 
the New York Central Pederated Union i 1o- 
cated In the headquarters of all of the various 
branches of theatrical ftadustry, the City of 
New York, offer the following for adoption ax 
the only real solution: Be it 

“RESOLVED, That the charter now held tn 
the name of the White Rats Actors’ Union of 
America be withdrawn, and that the President 
of the American Federation of Labor is hereby 
inatructed by this convention to call a conven- 
tion on or before January 1, 1917, and invite 
the different branches of the theatrical profes- 
sion to send delegates for the purpose of or- 
ganizing an International Union of Actors cover- 
ing all branches of the profession, and be it 
further 
“RESOLVED, That the President of the 
American Federation of Labor, or such repre- 
sentative as he may designate, take charge of 
such convention and render such assistance as 
may be necessary to form a new organization of 
all branches that will be really representative 
of the theatrical profession.” 

The committee will probably report on the 
resolutions to the convention some time to- 
morrow,
